Selectmen’s  Report. 


Merrimac,  Mass.,  Feb.  13,  1S94. 

We  herewith  respectfully  present  to  the  citizens  of  Merri¬ 
mac,  the  eighteenth  annual  report.  At  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  following  special  appropriations  were  made :  $^00 

for  repairing  Sargent  Hall,  $250  for  a  Town  safe,  $450  for 
constructing  Adams  street  extension  and  land  damages,  $100 
for  naming  streets,  $400  for  moving  the  Landing  school  house 
to  a  location  in  the  rear  of  Engine  house  on  School  street,  and 
committees  were  chosen  to  carry  the  vote  of  the  Town  into 
effect.  The  several  committees  have  attended  to  their  duties 
and  in  each  case  have  an  unexpended  balance  to  their  credit. 
There  was  a  committee  chosen  to  construct  a  reservoir  on  or 
near  Vendome  street  and  $500  was  appropriated  for  the  same, 
after  the  reservoir  was  built  it  was  filled  according  to  contract, 
soon  after,  it  became  evident  to  the  committee  that  there  was 

J 

a  small  leak  somewhere,  so  the  committee  withheld  such  part 
of  contract  money  as  in  their  judgement  would  be  sufficient  to 
make  it  tight.  We  recommend  that  a  suitable  room  be  fur¬ 
nished  in  the  basement  of  storehouse  in  rear  of  Engine  house 
on  School  street  and  an  oil  tank  of  suitable  size  be  bought  and 
placed  in  it,  and  that  all  of  the  supplies  for  the  Street  Light 
department  be  kept  there. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
to  re-build  the  bank-wall  adjoining  land  of  James  Whittier  on 
Broad  street  at  Merrimacport. 

W  e  would  recommend  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  for 
Street  Light  department. 

We  received  a  petition  signed  by  Wm.  H.  Haskell  and 
others,  to  lay  out  a  town  way  from  nearly  opposite  the  resi- 

J 
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dence  of  J.  B.  Judkins,  to  the  land  of  the  West  Amesbury 
Branch  Railroad,  we  notified  the  parties  interested  to  meet  at 
the  office  of  the  Selectmen  for  a  hearing.  After  duly  consid¬ 
ering  the  case  we  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  lay  out  the 
town  way  as  petitioned  for. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  Town  Officers’  room. 
It  is  poorly  lighted,  badly  ventilated  and  not  sufficient  room  for 
book-cases.  It  is  really  not  a  fit  room  for  the  Town  Officers. 

We  would  recommepd  that  a  committee  be  chosen  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  plan  and  estimates  for  an  addition  to  be  built  in  the 
rear  of  the  present  room  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Officeis.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 


MERRIMAC  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Merrimac  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  presenting  this  our  eight  annual  report 
it  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to 
the  good  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  our  department 
during  the  past  year,  neither  do  we  deem  it  necessary  to  re¬ 
mind  you  of  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  department  in  a 
good  healthy  condition. 

Service  has  been  rendered  on  five  occasions,  viz.  : 

For  a  brush  fire  at  the  Oaks  on  Prospect  Hill  caused  by 
children  building  small  bonfires  which  getting  beyond  their 
control  threatened  at  one  time  to  do  considerable  damage. 

2nd,  July,  io,  1893,  at  S.  C.  Pease  &  Sons’  carriage 
factory  on  roof  of  blacksmith  shop  caused  by  sparks  dropping 
from  the  chimney  which  was  extinguished  by  the  chemicals. 
Damages  $15.60  on  building,  $17.00  on  contents.  Fully 
covered  by  insurance.

3rd.  Aug.  28,  1893,  dwelling  house  of  F.  E.  Pease, 
Summer  St.  Caused  by  explosion  of  kerosene  lamp, 
Damage  slight. 

4th.  Sept.  2,  1893,  dwelling  house  owned  by  FI.  G. 
Batchelder,  occupied  by  W.  F.  Ward,  Caused  by  brim¬ 
stone  from  a  match  lodging  in  a  bed.  Damage  on  building, 
$30.00,  on  contents,  $1 12.86.  Insurance  paid.  This  fire 
was  also  subdued  by  the  use  of  the  Pony-Extinguishers. 

5th.  Nov.  12,  1893,  at  Little  &  Larkin’s  block.  First 
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floor  occupied  by  Budget  Office  and  C.  A.  Huckins,  jeweler. 
Second  floor,  Monomack  Hall.  First  alarm  sounded  at  3  a. 
m.  which  called  the  apparatus  at  this  district,  followed  at  3.08 
by  a  second  alarm  which  called  the  company  from  the  Port. 
Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  several  companies  for  the  promptness  with  which  they 
responded  and  courage  and  persistency  in  which  they  held  their 
positions  against  gi'eat  odds  for  five  hours.  At  this  fire  it  was 
fully  demonstrated  to  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  that  an  efficient 
fire  department  is  a  good  thing  to  have  and  that  money  ex¬ 
pended  for  the  same  is  well  invested.  A  most  careful  investi¬ 
gation  failed  to  discover  origin  of  fire  although  supposed  to  be 
incendiary.  Damage  to  building,  $6150.00,  damage  to  con¬ 
tents  $5,824.26.  Insurance  paid  $1 1 ,974.26. 

The  efficiency  of  the  department  has  been  greatly  in¬ 
creased  the  past  year  by  the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  fire 
alarm  system  and  the  location  of  eleven  boxes  in  different 
parts  of  the  town.  This  work  together  with  a  large  amount 
that  was  left  over  from  last  year  (owing  to  the  sickness  of  our 
late  Chief)  we  have  been  obliged  to  do  this  year  has  caused  us 
to  slightly  overdraw  our  appropriation  but  not  to  the  extent  of 
the  amount  unexpended  last  year. 

The  board  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  make  any  exchange 
of  Niagara  Engine. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  appropriations  the  coming 
year  be  liberal  enough  to  admit  of  the  purchase  of  an  addition¬ 
al  pair  of  chemical  extinguishers.  All  the  rest  of  the  equip¬ 
ments  are  in  first-class  shape. 

During  the  year  Engine  Co.  No.  3  has  been  called  upon 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  their  most  honored  and  active 
members,  Henry  M.  Hughes,  having  been  cut  off  in  the 
prime  of  manhood  by  the  dread  disease  pneumonia. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of 
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the  department  for  the  uniform  courtesy  shown  us  on  all 
occasions  and  for  their  promptness  and  efficiency  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  duty.

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MERRIMAC. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen — VVe  herewith  present  the  eighteenth  annual 
report  of  the  condition  of  Merrimac  Public  Library. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  been  opened  for  the 
delivery  of  books  ioo  times,  circulating  a  total  of  9360 
volumes.  The  average  daily  delivery  has  been  94,  the  largest 
number  delivered  in  one  day  being  219.  The  monthly  deliv¬ 
ery  was  as  follows  : 

February  (1893),  S43  ;  March,  951  ;  April,  1020;  May, 
633  ;  June,  571  ;  July  664  ;  August,  175;  September,  6S5  ; 
October,  714 ;  November,  S75  ;  December,  1,110;  January, 
(1894),  1,119. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the  Library 
2^0  volumes,  besides  several  magazines  received  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sources  :  Purchased  by  the  Trustees,  225  ;  presented 
by  Representatives,  6;  by  the  Commonwealth,  18;  by  Mayor 
and  Council  of  city  of  Haverhill,  1. 

Bulletin  No.  4,  has  been  compiled  and  printed  during 
the  vear,  making  at  the  time  a  complete  list  of  all  books  upon 
the  shelves,  due  allowance  being  made  for  those  volumes 
which  have  become  useless  from  excessive  wear.  There  are 
no  books  missing  or  unaccounted  for.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  limited  amount  ($2,000.00)  of  insurance  on  the  contents 
of  our  Library  room.  The  great  value  of  a  library  of  5,000 
volumes  to  a  town  of  our  size  will  only  be  appreciated  when 
destroyed  by  fire  or  some  disaster.  As  it  is,  it  is  an  excellent 
and  valuable  piece  of  town  property,  we  believe  it  should  be 
insured  and  protected  to  its  value  as  such. 
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The  same  appropriation  is  recommended  for  the  ensuing 
year  as  in  the  past.

The  expenditures  on  this  statement  are  to  February  3rd 
We  have  at  this  time  an  unexpended  balance  of  $750.51 
which  will  be  used  in  paying  teachers’  salaries  and  janitors’ 
salaries,  five  weeks  until  the  close  of  the  present  term. 

BOOKS. 

Some  of  the  books  in  use  were  in  a  very  bad  condition 
and  we  thought  it  advisable  to  make  some  changes.  The 
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Barnes  history  in  use  was  an  old  edition  and  we  deemed  it 
advisable  to  replace  it  with  the  new  edition  of  the  Montgom¬ 
ery  history.  The  spelling  books,  grammars  and  language 
books  were  so  much  worn  that  we  found  it  better  to  exchange 
them  for  later  books,  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  and  also 
in  the  character  of  the  books  introduced. 

REPAIRS. 

During  the  year  very  few  repairs  have  been  made  on  any 
of  the  school  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  painting  the 
building  at  the  center  and  building  a  new  fence  around  it. 
The  building  at  Merrimacport  should  be  shingled,  the  build¬ 
ing  on  Prospect  street  must  have  new  steps  and  a  new 
platform  at  the  front  entrance  ;  and  some  repairs  are  needed 
on  the  Bear  Hill  building.  The  Birch  Meadow  building  re¬ 
quires  a  new  fence  around  it,  and  should  have  a  shed  for  fuel. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  school  buildings  of  the  town  are  not  situated  as 
desirably  as  we  would  wish.  We  have  two  large  buildings 
at  Merrimacport  with  two  rooms  each,  and  scholars  enough  to 
have  two  schools  in  the  larger  building,  and  give  each  room 
about  the  requisite  number  of  scholars. 

The  school  building  at  the  centre  is  inadequate  to  the 
number  of  scholars  that  attend  school  there ;  this  is  especially 
true  of  the  first  grammar  grade  which  has  so  many  pupils  that 
we  have  been  obliged  to  put  in  new  seats  until  the  room  is  more 
than  full,  giving  the  teacher  nearly  sixty  scholars, — which  is 
more  than  one  teacher  should  be  expected  to  teach,  with  good 
success,  especially  when  there  are  so  many  different  studies 
pursued  as  in  this  grade. 

Moreover,  we  think  the  studies  in  this  grade  are  fully  as 
essential  as  those  of  any  other,  as  it  is  a  fact  much  to  be  re¬ 
gretted,  that  the  greater  pare  of  the  scholars  leave  school  after 
having  completed  the  grammar  school  course.  We  would 
recommend  that  if  possible  another  room  be  obtained  for  a  part 
of  this  grade  and  the  school  divided. 

GRADING  SCHOOLS. 

Thinking  that  no  teacher  could  do  as  well  with  two  or 
three  grades  as  with  one,  we  decided  early  intheyear  to  place 
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all  the  scholars  in  the  first  class,  in  the  Primary  school,  at  the 
centre  of  the  town,  in  one  room  and  the  other  Primary 
scholars  have  attended  the  Prospect  street  and  Middle  street 
schools. 

In  each  of  the  Intermediate  schools  were  two  classes ; 
these  we  have  divided  giving  each  of  the  Intermediate  schools 
one  class. 

We  realize  that  by  this  arrangement  some  of  the  scholars 
have  had  a  long  distance  to  walk  to  and  from  school,  but  we 
thought  that  the  standard  of  our  schools  would  be  raised  by 
this  arrangement,  and  we  think  that  the  desired  result  has 
been  obtained. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

Extract  from  Public  Statutes,  Chap.  47,  Sec.  9. — 

“The  school  committee  shall  "not  allow  a  child  who  has  not  been 
duly  vaccinated,  to  be  admitted  to,  or  connected  with  the  public 
schools.” 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  small  pox  this  win¬ 
ter  we  thought  it  necessary  to  enforce  the  above  section  of  the 
law  relating  to  the  vaccination  of  school  children  and  we 
would  recommend  that  hereafter  it  be  constantly  enforced. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

It  is  one.  of  the  unpleasant  duties  which  we  have  to 
transact  to  ask  that  the  appropriation  for  school  purposes  be 
increased.  While  our  schools  stand  among  the  first,  com¬ 
pared  with  those  of  towns  that  like  our  own  have  thirty-six 
weeks  school  each  year  and  pay  the  same  salary  for  teaching, 
we  cannot  expect  them  to  be  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  those 
in  cities  which  have  forty  or  forty-two  weeks  in  their  school 
year. 

We  believe  that  our  schools  should  keep  forty  weeks  each 
year  and  that  by  these  means  the  standard  of  our  schools 
would  be  raised,  but  this  would  necessitate  an  increase  in 
expense. 

The  Birch  Meadow  school  which  has  usually  closed  after 
fifteen  weeks  teaching  in  the  winter  term,  we  have  continued 
the  same  time  as<.  the  other  schools,  and  think  the  good 
attendance  and  improvement  in  the  school  has  justified  us 
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in  so  doing.  The  first  grammar  school  is  so  large  that  it 
will  have  to  he  divided  and  this  will  make  it  necessary  to 
have  one  more  teacher  and  provide  another  room  for  school 
use. 

We  would  recommend  that  not  less  than  $S,ooo  for 
schools  and  $^oo  for  repairs  be  appropriated.  We  think  that 
the  standing  of  our  schools  could  be  greatly  raised  with  this 
amount.

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ARTICLES  IN  THE  WARRANT 


FOR  THE 


Annual  Meeting,  Monday,  March  5,  1894. 


Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  for 
Town  Clerk;  three  Selectmen  who  will  be  Assessors  and 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  ;  Treasurer  ;  Collector  of  Taxes  ;  one 
School  Committee  for  three  years;  one  Trustee  of  Cemetery 
for  three  years;  one  Commissioner  of  Sinking  Fund  for  three 
years;  two.  Trustees  of  Public  Library  for  three  years;  three 
Constables;  three  Surveyors  of  Lumber  and  Measurers  of 
Wood  and  Bark;  thite  Fence  Viewers;  three  Field  Drivers; 
Auditor  of  Accounts.  Also  to  bring  their  votes  upon  the 
same  ballot,  Yes  or  No,  on  the  question,  “Shall  licenses  be 
granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?”  In 
voting  under  this  article  the  polls  will  be  opened  at  nine 
o’clock  and  thirty  minutes  in  the  forenoon  and  may.be  closed 
at  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  committee  upon  appropria¬ 
tions  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Article  4.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  shall  be 
raised  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges  and  expenses 
of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  for 
the  same.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  appro- 
riations  chosen  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting. 

Article  5.  To  fix  the  time  for  the  payment  of  taxes 
and  see  what  discount,  if  any,  the  town  will  allow  for  the 
prompt  payment  of  taxes.  Also  to  see  what  interest,  if  any, 
thg  town  will  charge  on  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  time 
fixed  for  the  payment  thereof.  Also  to  determine  the  com¬ 
pensation  for  collecting. 
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TOWN  WARRANT. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its 
Treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  to  pay  any  indebtedness  of  the 
town. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
trustees  of  Locust  Grove  cemetery  to  erect  a  receiving  tomb  in 
said  Cemetery,  and  if  so  to  determine  whether  the  same  shall 
be  paid  for  wholly  from  cemetery  funds  in  the  hands  of  said 
Trustees,  or  whether  the  said  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  to 
remove  the  tomb  in  the  Church  street  cemetery  and  to  use  the 
materials  thereof  so  far  as  they  may  deem  it  advisable  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  tomb. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
jury  list  as  revised  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
board  of  Selectmen  to  place  an  insurance  of  not  less  than  four 
thousand  dollars  on  the  Public  Library  property  consisting  of 
Books,  Furniture,  Fixtures,  etc. 

Article.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  a  contract  with  the  Amesbury  Electric 
Light  Heat  and  Power  Co.,  for  five  years  to  furnish  sixty  in¬ 
candescent  street  lamps  of  twenty-five  candle  power  each  at 
an  annuaj  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

Article  ii.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  restrain 
neat  cattle  and  horse  kind  from  running  at  large.  And  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting. 
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
